he left the Symington home: 
“The facts speak for them- 
selves.” 

Holloran repeated his asser- 
tion of Saturday that_.there had 
been no intention to Slight the 
Mayor. With a toss of his hands 
he said: “I just don’t get it— 
Why there should be any fuss 
over this.” 

Office Was Slighted. 

Tucker has emphasized to 
friends there was 
personal” in his reaction, and 
that he felt the “slight” actu- 
ally was against the office of 
Mayor. 

“Just how much ‘can 
take? This is the third time,” 
he was quoted as remarking, 
referring to two previous 


brush-offs by organization.

FROM THE TORCH 


Old No. 10 and No. 11, once 
the pride of the city Water Di- 
vision fleet o fstreetcars which 
hauled employes and _ sight- 
seers from Bissells Point 
pumping station to the Chain 
of Rocks, were saved from the 
torch today by quick action by 
the Museum of Transport in St. 
Louis county. 

No. 10 and No. 11 have not 
been used since trolley opera- 
tions were finally discontinued 
in 1955. The Water Division, 
overlooking the museum's ne- 
gotiations for the cars with for- 
mer Water Commissioner 
Thomas J. Skinker, ordered 
Storekeeper Nikola M. Jakovac 
to burn them today and salvage 
metal parts for scrap. 

Dr. John P. Roberts, presi- 
dent of the museum, heard of 
the plan and telephoned As- 
sistant Water Commissioner 
William Smith, who called off 
the bonfire 

Roberts said the museum 
would renew negotiations for 
the cars, built about 1910. He 
said they represent the transi- 
tion from the’ old-time wooden 
flat-top cars with clerestory or 
transom windows under the 
deck roof, to the arched roof 
type. “They are interesting 
pieces that heralded the mod- 
ern era of streetcars,” Roberts 
said.

—A report by a Swedish of-

“The best guess so far seems 
to be it might have something 
to do with Russian satellite 
or missile experiments,” a staff 
spokesman said. 

“We know that it was no 
airplane, nor any meterological 
balloon,” he said, “and the 
Stockholm obsérvatory has told 
us it was no meteor.” 

He said a Swedish army cap- 


tain at Kortéedala near Gote- 
borg, on the Swedish west 
Coast, watched the object 


through his field glass for 20 
minutes. 

“We are taking this report 
seriously since it came from 
a competent observer,” he said. 

“The captain described the 
object as a flattened sphere 
circling moonwards. Its sides 
were somewhat elongated and 
there was a flickering glow as 
from burning exhaust gases 
from one side.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP) 
_—President Eisenhower warm- 
ly welcomed King Mohammed 
|V of Morocco on a state visit 
today, declaring he hopes the 
King’s trip here would “result 
in strengthening’ relations be- 


tween the two countries. 

Mr. Eisenhower, who has 
scheduled two long talks with 
the royal guest, went to Wash- 
ington’s National Airport to 
meet him. Also on hand were 
Gen. Nathan Twining... chair- 
man of the Joint. Chiefs of 
Staff, an honor guard and a 
large diplomatic deicgation. 

The 48-year-old King, wear- 
_ing a long hooded coat called a 
_jellaba, told the President he 
was certain American-Moroccan 
relations would be reinforced 
'by the visit. 
| The King got the full red 
carpet reception when the Mili- 
tary Air Transport Service 
Constellation—once Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s Columbine I, pulled to 


a stop promptly at noon. He 
had flow here directly from 
Rabat. 

President Eisenhower was 


waiting at the plane-side, his 
hand extended, as the Arab 
ruler descended from the air- 
craft. 

He said, 
majesty.” 

Formal Greetings. 

The two heads of state ex- 
changed formal greetings after 
the playing of the - national 
anthems and a 21-gun salute. 

Mr. Eisenhower recalled that 
Morocco recognized the inde- 
pendence of the United States 
even before the Revolutionary 
War was won. The King said 
the late President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt visited Morocco in 
World War II and said that 
“since then new relations based 
on mutual respect and under- 
standing have been established 
between our two nations.” 

“My visit to your country 
will strengthen those long- 
standing relationships in the 
interest of both our peoples,” 
he added. 

For the 35-minute parade 
from the airport to the Presi- 
dent’s guest residence. Blair 
House, the King rode in Mr 
Eisenhower's bubble -topped 
limousine. 

The President vielded the 
place of honor on the right to 
the monarch and sat on the 
left. The King’s younger son. 
Prince Moulay Abdullah. sat 
between the two chiefs of 
State. 

On arrival at 
the President escorted the 
King to the door and shook 
hands with him there before 
returning to the White House 
across Pennsylvania avenue. 

Noontime crowds waved a 
greeting to the King as the 
slow moving caravan traveled 
the historic parade route from 
the airport. The motorcade 
moved behind a military band 
and an honor guard of United 
States service men. 

There also was 
guard of service ‘men along 
both curbs. On Constitution 
avenue the caravan passed be- 
neath a flag-draped arch of 
fire ladders from which hung 
the flag of Morocco. 

During the next three days, 
the Moroccan King and an en- 
tourage of 17 persons, includ- 
ing his ranking cabinet mem- 
bers, will discuss with Ameri- 
can official United States mili- 
tary and economic aid, United 
States bases in Marocco, 
France's bitter dispute with Al- 
geria and other matters. 

United States officials would 
like to see France take up an

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (AP) 
—The Supreme Court ruled 6 
to 3 tuday that a witness's re- 
fusal to answer a series of re- 
lated questions 
single contempt. 

The court so decided in up- 
holding the criminal contempt 
conviction of Mrs. Oleta O’Con- 
nor Yates, a California Com- 
munist leaders. The contempt 
charge followed her refusal to 
answer questions while on trial

in 1952 with 13 others on 
Smith act charges. 
The questions dealt with 


Communist party affiliation of 
her codefendants. ' 

All 14 were convicted of con- 
spiring to teach and advocate 
violent: overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment. But the Supreme 
Court last June threw out the 
convictions. It ordered acquit- 
tal for five of the group but 
left the way open for the Gov- 
ernment to re-try the remain- 
ing nine, including Mrs. Yates. 

Separate Appeal. 

Mrs. Yates filed a separate 
appeal from her contempt con- 
viction 

She had been sentenced to 
a year in prison for each of 
11 separate refusals to answer 
questions, but United States 
Judge William C. Mathes spe- 
cified the sentences were to 
run concurrently 

While it upheld the con- 
tempt conviction today, the 
Supreme Court said she should 
have been sentencea for a 
single criminal contempt, 
rather than 11 

Accordingly the court sent 
the case back to Judge Mathes 
in Los Angeles for reconsider- 
ation of her sentence 

For the majority today, Jus- 
tice Clark said Mrs. Yatess 
“understandable reluctance to 
be an informer, although leg- 
ally insufficient to explain her 
refusals to ‘answer, is a factor 
‘(to be considered by Judge 
Mathes). as is her apparently 
courteous demeanor and the 
fact that her refusals seemed 
to have had no perceptible et- 
fect on the outcome of the 
trial.” Clark added: 

“All of this points 
necessity, we. think, of the 
trial judge reconsidering the 
sentence in the cool reflec- 
tion of subsequent events.” 

First Such Ruling. 

This is the high court's first 
affirmative ruling on whether 
a witness could be given sep- 
arate sentences for each re- 
fusal to answer a related ques- 
tion. 

In the’ past, most lower 
courts have taken the view— 
for purposes of sentencing — 
that only one offense was in- 
volved. 

In a dissenting opinion Jus- 
tice Douglas, joined by Chief 
Justice Warren and Justice 
Black, called the case “a 
shocking instance of abuse of 
judicial authority” and “with- 
out precedent in the books.” 

Douglas said he would re- 
verse Mrs. Yatess contempt 
conviction on the ground that 
“this is a transparent attempt 
to multiply offenses,’ adding: 

“I do not think a prosecutor 
should be allowed to multiply 
the contempt by repeating the 
questions.” 

Kasper Denied Hearing. 

The court also refused to 
reconsider its Oct. 14 denial 
of a hearing to John Kasper,

Kasper was convicted that 
August on a charge of criminal 
contempt of an order by Unit- 
ed States District Judge Robert 
L. Taylor in Knoxville, Tenn. 
The order barred interference 
with integration of Negro and 
white pupils in Clinton High 
School. 

In appealing for a Supreme 
Court hearing, Kasper con- 
tended his right to freedom of 
speech had been violated hy 
the contempt conviction. He 
also insisted his sentence was 
grossly excessive. After that 
appeal was denied Kasper was 
taken into custody Oct. 18.

erty tax and the one-half cent | 


rise in the gasoline tax. 

“Thi sis my answer to the 
Administration - backed pro- 
posals of the Citizens’ Tax 
Committee,” he scid. 

He was particularly critical | 
of that committee’s recent pro- | 
posal to tax garbage and rub- 
bish collection and to levy a 
tax on automobiles parked 
overnight on city streets. These | 
were suggested as stopgap 
measures until the city could 
get permisison“to double the | 
present one-half of’ one per 
cent earnings tax. 

Previous Bill. 

Harris introduced at the last 
meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men a bill to exempt operators 
of small businesses from the | 
merchants and manufacturers | 
license tax and to make the | 
levy a graduated one based on 
the size of sales and inven- 
tories, 

The water rate increase 
would apply only to breweries 
and other large industrial con- 
sumers of water, Harris said. 
He said present rates to these 
consumers were lower than 
those prevailing in other parts 
of the nation. There would be 
no’ increase in the household 
water rate, he added. 

In proposing a doubling of 
the present 5 per cent tax on 
the gross receipts of public 
utilities, Harris said he did 
not believe the increase would 
drive business away from St. 
Louis or keep new business 
out. 

Modeled on Baltimore Plan. 

The new tax on advertising 


Harris proposed is modelel 
after a similar ordinance 
adopted in Baltimore, he said. 


One proposal is to levy 4 per 
cent on the cost of advertising 
in four categories: newspapers, 
magazines, programs, directo- 
ries and other printed matter; 
on billboards and signs; ve-| 
hicles and airborne devices, 
and the sale of time on every 
intrastate television or radio 
broadcast originating in the 
city. of St. Louis and directed 
to persons in the state of Mis- 
sour. 

The Baltimore program also 
contains a 2 per cent tax on 
the gross receipts received by 
persons from advertising in 
the four categories, Harris 
said. He added he planned to 
get a clarification of this tax 
before pressing for its passage. 

Estimated Yield. 

Harris estimated the utility 
tax rise would produce $5,000,- 
000 to $6,000,000 anuually, that 
the water rate rise would yield 
about $1,000,000 and the adver- 
tising tax would return from 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000. 

“I believe a conservative esti- 
mate of the yield of these new 
taxes would be from $7,000,000 
to $8.000,000,"" he said. Harris 
said he planned to vote for a 
wage increase proposal for city 
employes that would cost about 
$400,000 for the remainder of 
this fiscal year and about $1,- 
800,000 annually thereafter. 

In opposing certain proposals 
of the Citizens’ Tax Commit- 
tee. Harris conceded the com- 
mittee was created by the 
Board of Aldermen, but he in- 
sisted every alderman had re- 
served the right to disagree 
with any of the proposals for 
easing the city’s financial 
crisis.

Poor Answer on Schools 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The proposal by Gov. Blair for 
solving our school building prob- 
lems by raising the local bonding 
limit for school purposes from 10 
to 15 or 20 per cent is most in- 
appropriate because: 

1. It will solve the problem only 
in the wealthier school districts. 
Many school districts in this state 
have an assessed valuation of less 
than $3000 per pupil. In all such 
districts a limit of 20 per cent 
would provide less than $600 per 
pupil for school buildings, which is 
wholly inadequate. 

2. It will greatly increase the 
taxes on property. Property is now 
bearing more than its share of the 
cost of local government. We can- 
not go ahead and continue to in- 
crease taxes on property, which 
means largely a tax on homes and 
farms, without a day of reckoning. 

The only way to meet our school 
housing problem is for the state 
government to make a substantial 
contribution toward the cost of 
school buildings. 

We have long recognized the fact 
that education is a state function. 
Such a concept is not properly exe- 
cuted by the Legislature placing 
the total cost of school buildings 
upon local property. Such a plan 
would mean that education was a 
local and not a state function.

Against Itself 


The Eisenhower Administration now finds it- 
_ self attacking its own former position on off- 
shore oil in court, as it earlier found itself at- 
tacking in court its former position on Dixon- 
Yates. 

Both these objects of present attack by the 
Department of Justice, on grounds of illegality, 
were pet projects of President Eisenhower's. He 
threw behind them all the weight of his office 
and his personal prestige. 

The offshore oil deal was a campaign promise. 
The grab for the oil-rich submerged lands off 
the coasts of California, Louisiana, Texas, Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama and Florida had been going 
on some 10 years when Mr. Eisenhower entered 
the picture, but he was unfamiliar with most of 
the essential facts. 

The candidate for President did not even 
know that the United States Supreme Court 
had already settled the constitutional point in 
dispute. It had ruled that paramountcy over 
the coastal waters surrounding the United States 
was an adjunct of national sovereignty. But 
the states’ rights cry raised by those states 
which hoped to rake in millions from the ma- 
neuver appealed to Candidate Eisenhower's gen- 
eral philosophy that state government is good 
and Federal Government a necessary evil.

He promised that if elected he would turn 
over the offshore oil lands—popularly but er- 
roneously referred to as “tidelands”—to a hand- 
ful of coastal states. 

Similarly, the Dixon-Yates deal grew out of 
President Eisenhower’s bias against public en- 
terprise, reinforced by the almost virulent preju- 
dice of his assistant, Sherman Adams. Dixon- 
Yates was Mr. Eisenhower's attempt to reconcile 
his statement that TVA was “creeping socialism” 
with his campaign pledge to maintain it “at max- 
imum efficiency.” ™ 

Here, as in the offshore oil legislation, he 
committed all the power and prestige of his 
office to a venture which his Department of 
Justice now is obliged to attack in court as il- 
legal. He ordered the contract made to force 
high-priced private power into the TVA system. 
He overrode the independence of two inde- 
pendent agencies of Congress to do it—the 
Atomic Energy Commission and TVA. 

In the offshore oil case Candidate Eisenhower 
expressed his repeated opinion that the ofl-rich 
submerged lands properly belonged to the states. 
In a speech at Houston, he championed the claim 
of Texas to own the Gulf of Mexico out to a 
distance of 104% miles. The Submerged Lands 
Act of 1953, quitclaiming to the states the Fed- 
eral Government's rights to the lands under the 
coastal waters, was one of the first-fulfilled cam- 
paign promises of the Eisenhower Administration. 

Congress left the extent of the area ambigu- 
ous. It said merely that the states owned the 
offshore lands out to their “historic boundaries.” 
Since these historic boundaries are in dispute, 
the ambiguity was an open invitation to trouble. 
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The Department of Justice now is contending 
in the suit before the Supreme Court that no 
state’s claim, including Texas's, goes out beyond 
the three-mile limit. That has been this coun- 
try’s long-standing position in international law 
and the basis of our foreign policy respecting 
freedom of navigation. From wherever the 
states’ alleged ownership ends to the edge of 
the continental shelf, where the relatively shal- 
low waters covering the skirts of the continent 
drop off into the canyons of the sea, the Gov- 
ernment has asserted its dominion by Act of 
Congress. In some cases this distance is as 
much as 150 miles. 

Offshore oil and Dixon-Yates have become 
major embarrassments of the Administration. 
They have obliged the Administration openly 
or by implication to attack its own judgment 
as ill-advised, its own statements as unfactual, 
and its own action as illegal. They are concrete 
examples of what can result when large gener- 
alities based on good intentions are confusedly 
and ineptly brought down to particular cases. 
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Question for Texas 

State Senator Henry B. Gonzalez ended a 20- 
hour filibuster in the Texas Legislature last 
week, and was then defeated in his one-man ef- 
fort to hold up a bill permitting the state Attor- 
ney General to help school boards fighting fed- 
eral school integration suits. Senator Gonzalez 
is one of the few Latin Americans ever to serve 
in the Texas Senate. His area in south Texas is 
for integration and San Antonio, with a large 
Mexican-American population, was the first 
large Texas city to practice integration. 

We cite these facts to ask a question: How do 
Texans, always proud of their patriotism, feel 
when fellow citizens of Latin American descent 
lead the way to uphold the law of the land and 
the ideals of democracy?

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Friendship and Foreign Aid 


Representative Otto E. Passman of Louisiana 
has returned from an international inspection of 
foreign aid projects with a remarkable mis- 
understanding of their purpose. The Democratic 
Congressman says: 

I've seen enough to convince me that the 
way the program is operating is rather like 
pouring water down a rat hole. With all our 


spending, I don't think we have made a 
friend. 


Mr. Passman is a veteran water-down-a-rat- 
hole type of critic of foreign aid, so there is 
nothing surprising about his opposition. But 
when the chairman of the House Appropriations 
subcommittee which handles foreign aid sug- 
gests that the purpose was to buy friendship, 
how many other Americans may also think that 
aid fails when it does not produce friendship? 

Friendship is to foreign aid about what a 
chromium strip is to an automobile. It may be 
a nice accessory, but the car runs well without 
it. For the purpose of foreign aid is not to make 
friends but to help create an economic base for 
free, stable and, if possible, democratic govern- 
ments. The purpose is to assist other peoples 
to prepare a better life for themselves. 

These peoples may not fall over backward 
from sheer gratitude. They may even tu~n out 
to be “neutralist.” But the chances of their be- 
coming hostile, or Communist, will certainly be 
more remote if their economies are progressing 
and their standards of living are rising. 

In return for foreign aid, hope is a more prac- 


, .- 


tical bargain than back-slapping. No American, 
least of all a foreign aid subcommittee chairman, 
should be under any misapprehensions about that. 
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‘ Beyond the Etiquette 

A good deal more than a petty dispute over 
party etiquette was involved in Mayor Tucker's 
absence from the Democratic fund-raising din- 
ner. Mayor Tucker stayed away, along with 
Comptroller Poelker and Aldermanic President 
Gunn, because National Committeeman Mark R. 
Holloran and his allies in the party machine 
seemed determined to humble the Mayor and 
thereby repudiate what the Mayor stands for in 
local government. Mr. Tucker did well to bring 
the issue into the open. 


Mr. Holloran represents the party’s watd 
leaders, the city’s patronage-grabbing “county 
officers,” the members of the city’s legislative 
delegation and many labor union business agents, 
including the Teamsters, who fought so furious- 
ly against the Mayor’s proposed new Charter. 
For the first time in several jousts with Mayor 
Tucker, the party professionals won that one. 
They are now exhibiting the political conceit 
that frequently comes before political defeat. 

What Mr. Holloran and the ward heelers do 
not understand, apparently, is the order of 
causation in St. Louis Democratic affairs. If 
the Democratic party is strong in this com- 
munity, it is because of candidates and officials 
like Raymond R. Tucker. If the Democratic 
party becomes weak, it will be because it re- 
pudiates men like Raymond R. Tucker and re- 
verts to narrowly partisan leadership. 

This is an old story in politics. The organ- 
ization men, flushed with the success brought 
to them by candidates whose appeal is broader 
than that of the party, begin to feel that they 
can do without those candidates. Then it takes 
the votes of the people to remind them that a 
party is made by its record in public office, not 
by its committeemen and precinct captains. 

In Philadelphia, in Chicago, in Pittsburgh 
and other cities some of the newer and more 
successful party leaders appear to have learned 
this lesson. They win elections by backing can- 
didates and officials who stand for a greater 
integrity than the party’s, a broader outlook 
than the party’s, a greater devotion to the gen- 
eral public welfare than the party’s. 

And in St. Louis? If the lesson is not learned 
here, if the party machine begins to consider 
itself bigger than the leaders who brought it 
overwhelming victory, then we can be sure the 
outcome will be what it always has been. Sooner 
or later, the voters will turn to a party which 
will back the kind of public officials they have 
repeatedly shown they want. 
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Big Test Coming, 

The new baby chimpanzee at the Zoo bears 
a memorable name. Director Vierheller’s orig- 
inal Pancho was one of the most versatile of 
his madcap charges. The Pancho of the early 
’50s dearly loved to run a lawn mower. Decked 
out in overalls and a straw hat, he was a whiz 
at the controls of a farm tractor (scaled down). 
No one needed to tell him how to use a water 
sprinkler on a hot day. Then three years ago 
they elected him “Mayor of Chimpville” and 
he had a great time presiding over the council. 

The new Pancho, to tell the truth, comes from 
lesser histrionic stock. Mary, his mother, is a 
retired performer. In her day she had her 
chance at the footlights, but now she is pri- 
marily the amiable and loving parent. It might 
well mean more for Little Pancho if she went 
into tantrums and would not allow anyone to 
look at her nine-day-old son. As for his father, 
Charley, he is not on hand to pass out cigars. 
Charley, said Mr. Vierheller, “was sold to a 
Florida animal farm. He didn’t make the grade 
in our show.” 

To put it simply, the new Pancho is long on 
environment, but short on heredity. It looks 
like a good chance to test an age-old question. 
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‘Plebiscite,’ Venezuelan Style 

Venezuelan exiles in New York report that 
Venezuelan police killed several students in 
breaking up a demonstration at the University of 
Caracas recently. The authenticity of this re- 
port cannot be known, All news from Venezuela 
is heavily censored, and very little is heard 
from that country unless the news is good. 

Silence there is a sign of dictatorship. There 
is probably no heavier-handed authoritarianism 
in the New World, not even in Cuba, than the 
Government of President Perez Jimenez. Yet 
even in a country made wealthy by oil, and 
even for a government known for its ability to 
“get along” with American oil companies and 
steel interests, there is anxiety. 

President Perez Jimenez’s present problem is 
how to get himself re-elected. He has can- 
celed presidential and congressional elections 
scheduled for Dec. 15, and proposed instead a 
“plebiscite.” A plebiscite, by his definition, is 
a referendum in which voters can vote only for 
or against the President—and in public. 

The General-President evidently came by this 
definition in 1952, when there was a secret elec- 
tion. Early returns showed an overwhelming 
vote against the dictatorship; then censorship 
was imposed, and later the Government counted 
the ballots for itself and announced it had won. 

A Venezuelan “plebiscite” will be, in effect, 
a means of intimidation. Venezuelans know it, 
and all the peoples of the hemisphere should 
know it. If the Dec. 15 election is held under 
the proposed terms, the sister Republics of the 
New World can discount the results in advance. 
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To Enforce Honesty at Springfield 
Gov. Stratton has just made what is probably 
his most important appointment in nearly five 
years and the best indications are that he has 
made an excellent choice. The appointment is for 
the new Illinois post of Auditor General, created 
by the Legislature on recommendation of Dr. 
Lloyd Morey and others who joined in efforts to 
clean up after the Hodge scandals. Frank H. 
Whitney of Springfield is the appointee. 
Mr. Whitney's job will be to post-audit all of- 
fices and agencies of the Illinois State Govern-

Love Letter to Andalusia 
SOUTH FROM GRANADA, by Gerald 


Brenan. (Farrar, Straus and Cudahy, 

282 pgs., $4.) 

This is a travel book so generously 
marked with joie de vivre and con- 
templative insight that it might be 
called Mr. Brenan’s love letter to An- 
dalusia. Cyril Connolly has declared 
it “almost in the same class as Nor- 
man Douglas’s ‘Old Calabria’,” which 
is high praise indeed. 

Gerald Brenan went to the village 
of Yegen in the Alpujarra region of 
Spain's Andalusia after World War I 
to escape an England petrified by 
class feeling and by rigid conventions 
as well as, in his case, poisoned by 
memories of his public school. Finally 
out of uniform, he set out with 2000 
books and a little money to acquire an 
education. 

In well-watered, equitably proper- 
tied, high-set Yegen he found his in- 
expensive lodgment, and there be- 
tween 1920 and 1934 he lived, from 
time to time, for some six or seven 
years—among people most of whom 
got enough to eat yet whose standard 
of food, dress, and comfort (except for 
two or three of the leading families) 
“was below that of the poorest Eng- 
lish agricultural laborer or factory 
workman.” But they were rich in 
what counted hugely for them: “the 
primitive community feeling.”

Spain {is not unique in being a land 
of contrasts, and Mr. Brenan wisely 
avoids the appearance of striving for 
singularity. No attuned reader, how- 
ever, could help relishing the sun-and- 
cloud-shadow alternations of starkness 
and suavity, austerity and sweetness, 
in these varied pages. 

Item: Near Malaga, “up on the 
crumbling hill, devoured by the yel- 
low light, the Moorish Castle was alive 
with beggars and gipsies; they dug 
their caves in its walls and sat delous- 
ing one another in the sun among 
whiffs of orange flower and drying 
excrement.” 

And another: “In Yegen itself, each 
of the flat gray roofs had a small 
chimney projecting from it, and from 
each of these chimneys .. . issued a 
plume of blue smoke emanating from 
a fire made of rosemary, thyme, and 
lavender.”

Some things about holiday 
dinner are traditional, such as 
the toast a family has each 
year on that special day. To 
avoid' monotony, however, serve 
a new appetizer or salad that 
tastes good and makes a table 
decoration. 


Flotida avocados are a yretty 
green; halve the fruit and re- 
move the seed; fill with shrimp 
topped with bright red cocktail 
sauce and you have a gay appe- 
tizer. Or the avocado can be 
sliced into rings or wedges and 
served with sakad ingredients 
decorated with a bit of pimi- 
ento.

A new variation on a popu- 
lar theme is offered fruit salad 
lovers in this Pear Chevron 
Salad, for it combines slices of 
juicy fresh pears available dur- 
ing winter and early spring 
with canned apricots, chepped 
celery and dates. The result 
is as pleasant to look at as it 
is to taste, for it’s an interest- 
ing blend of sparkling colors. 
The clear green of the skin 
of the Anjou and the old ivory 
of its flesh offers interesting 
contrast to the golden apricots 
and the deep velvet brown of 
the dates. Sour cream dress- 
ing adds the final Epicuream 
touch to the salad that can be 
the main feature of a lunch or 
crisp complement to dinner. 

You've only to use your 
imagination a bit and the re- 
sults will prove “all good 
things come in pears.” Juicy 
sliced pears are a spicy addi- 
tion to the traditional Waldorf 
Salad, and make the popular 
carrot and raisin salad some- 
thing special.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 (UP) 
~The Chairman of the House 
Committee on Un-American 
Activities said last night that 
Communists have penetrated 
congressional committee rooms 
and the offices of individual 
Congressmen. 


Representative Francis E. 
Walter (Dem.), Pennsylvania, 
reported “a new technique of 
Communist penetration of gov- 
ernment” which he said “is ex- 
emplified by tne official associ- 
ation of an identified member 
of the Communist apparatus 
with agencies and members of 
the United States Congress.” 


He did not name the com- 
mittees or Congressmen in- 
volved, but he cited as an ex- 
ample of the alleged penetra- 
tion the work of a Washington 
economist, Wilfred Lumer. 


Walter said Lumer had been 
identified by a witness or wit- 
nesses “under oath as a mem- 
ber of the Communist party 
and a former member of a 
Communist cell in the Office of 
Price Administration,” a World 
War II agency. He said Lum- 
er had invoked the Fifth 
Amendment and refused to an- 
swer questions about Commu- 
nist party membership at a 
closed meeting of the commit- 
mittee last Wednesday.

least gone into hiding. Westinghouse Broadcasting, by a 
miracle of timing, just 
happened to have on 
hand a series of filmed 
programs called “Adven- 
tures in Numbers and 
Space,” which is an 
earnest attempt to make 
mathematics fashionable. 
It may not work, but it’s 
an admirable try. 

The program, says 
Westinghouse boldly, is 
dedicated to the novel 
proposition that “TV can 
inspire children to look, 
learn and like mathemat- 
ics.” (It can now be seen 
in New York and on the 
five Westinghouse TV 
stations in Boston, Pitts- 
burgh, Baltimore, Cleve- 
land and San Francisco. 
(It is not seen in St. 
Louis.) 


“ ‘Adventures in Numbers and Space’ has been 
planned as a part of Westinghouse Broadcasting 
Co.’s continuing campaign on all of our five tele- 
vision stations and six radio stations to help our 
nation turn out more scientists, mathematicians 
arel engineers,” said Donald H. McGannon, presi- 
dent of the company. “If America is to have as 
many scientists in the future as our national needs 
require, then we've got to start now. We've got to 
reach the children first, for without a solid foun- 
dation in mathematics they can’t even begin to 
take up careers in science.”

THE SERIES stars Bill Baird and his marionettes and 
had the help of Prof. Howard F. Fehr, head of the math 
department of Columbia University Teachers College, who 
points out that “a bottleneck seems to develop at the jun- 
jor high school level (in promoting math). The greatest 
factor is that of motivation. Children do not tend to con- | 
tinue to study a subject that they do not like, in which | 
they do not succeed, and for which they can see no real | 
use. What is needed is a dynamic approach that shows 
mathematics as’*an exciting, creative activity in thinking 
that has marvelous application to all careers in life, as 
well as being an enjoyable pursuit in itself.” 

That's a tall order. In the first program, “How Man 
Learned to Count,” marionettes Snarky and Gargle with 
Bill Baird, started their explorations in cave dwelling days 
and progressed to ancient Egypt, Rome, Carthage and India. 
They traced the development of arithmetic from the ¢ave 
dwellers’ use of simple sticks to the discovery by. the 
Hindus of the zero symbol, one of the important events in 
the history of mankind as it led to modern mathematics.

ON THE SECOND SHOW, “Quicker Than You Think,” 
marionettes Snarky and Gargle take counting from the 
early concept of a quantity as a “heap” to electronic calcu- 
lators which Bill Baird tells Snarky and Gargle are still 
high grade morons because all the work has to be planned 
for them. The next program is “Mysterious X,” which 
shows how algebra forms the key for most math in business 
and industry. Number 4 delves into geometry which the | 
marionettes learn enabled the Egyptians to build the | 
pyramids. 

Number 5 delves into some of the familiar uses of 
mathematics from the dial phone to a housewife arranging 
the living room furniture, to the numbers of different | 
combinations in a dining car menu. 


The sixth, “How’s Chances?” explores statis- 
tics and probability. Snarky and Gargle go into 
research samplings and are taught how the Army 
and insurance companies use probabilities. One 
episode shows how Seventeenth Century gambler 
Chevalier de la Mare gave birth to a new branch 
of mathematics when he got curious as to the prob- 
able result of an interrupted card game and con- 
sulted the famous mathematician Pascal. 


THE LAST THREE are on “sine language” or trigo- 
nometry, topology, one of the newest branches of math 
(“the study of what remains unchanged where you subject 
a thing to many changes and pressures so that almost 
everything else changes”), and finally “Careers in Mathe- 
matics.” which will consist largely of a recap of everything 
that has gone before and visits with important figures in 
the world of mathematics who will say how rewarding math 
careers can be. 

Richard M. Pack, vice president in charge of program- 
ming, says: “We decided before we started production that 
kids can absorb a lot more than we parents sometimes give 
them credit for. Also, this series is aimed basically at the 
junior high school level. However, we think we can also 
interest high school students and adults. I like to think of 
the show as being designed for average youngsters and 


bright adults.”

In fact, he has devoted 
much of his musical career to 
groups composed of part-time 
musicians. 

“There is a real satisfaction 
in the work,” he said, “and I 
know the players are just as 
enthusiastic as I am.

Soble Tells of Contacts With Sterns 


He Gave Code Name and Martha Greeted Him With Kiss at Their

WHEN THE DOOR opened, 
the beautiful stranger threw 


her arms around me in tight © 


embrace and gave me a long, 
passionate kiss. 


This was my introduction to 
Martha Dodd Stern, daughter 
of the late United States Am- 
bassador to Germany, William 
E. Dodd. 


All I had said was, “I am 
Sam.” 

This was the code name giv- 
en me by my Soviet secret po- 
lice superior to use in con- 
tacting her husband, multi- 
millionaire Alfred K. Stern. 

The Sterns, who became my 
close friends after that first 
meeting in their swank New 
York apartment in the winter 
of 1944, were exact personality 
opposites. But they were as one 
in their ardent espousal of 
Communist causes. 

The slightly-built, ever-dap- 
per Stern chased after the 
Russians to be allowed to do 
their bidding. Perhaps it was 
because he was completely 
overshadowed, thoroughly dem- 
inated by his wife. 


All this quiet, cultured and 
highly educated business 
man had to offer was money. 
And he was free with it to 
back Soviet-approved activi- 
ties. He financed the Boris 
Morros Music Co. as a busi- 
ness front for Soviet espio- 
nage. Likewise, his money 
helped to create pro-Commu- 
nist propaganda organiza- 
tions. like the Institute of 
Pacific Relations. 


Gay, vivacious Martha, 11 
years younger than her second 
husband, was always seeking 
new adventures, and liked to 
talk about them over martinis. 

And it was over a round of 
drinks that Martha told me a 
strange story of her twisted 
loyalty to the Soviet Union. 

Apparently to impress me, 
she bragged how she had spied 
on her own father for the Rus- 
sians. She said that during 
her father’s term as Ambas- 
sador in Berlin in the early 
1930s she had had a love affair 
with an official of the Soviet 
Embassy, who actually was an 


NKVD agent. 
At his behest, Martha re- 
lated, she stole information 


from the secret files of the 
United States Embassy — to 
which she had easy access—and 
turned it over to the agent. 

It was she, with womanly in- 
tuition, who first suspected 
that FBI counterspy Boris Mor- 
ros was a ringer in our midst. 
Luckily for Morros the Soviet 
Embassy in Washington took 
no action when she reported 
her suspicions in 1945. 

Martha kept me _ supplied 
with reports for the Soviet 
Union and also recruited one 
of our best espionage agents. 
Jane Foster Zlatovski. 

On one of my visits to their 
apartment overlooking New 
York’s Central Park, Stern 
complained to me that he was 
“not active enough for the 
motherland.” He urged me to 
arrange a meeting with my 
contact. 

Accordingly I brought “The 
Professor,” Stepan N. Choun- 
denko, to another Stern resi- 
dence, in Lewisboro, Conn. 
Stern told “The Professor” he 
felt he was being “neglected,” 
and urged him to find a busi- 
ness enterprise which Stern 
could use as a cover. 

When we left Stern’s home, 
“The Professor” instructed me 
to go immediately to Riverside 
drive and Seventy-second 
street. He told me to carry a 
Saturday Evening Post in my 
hand and “wait for a man car- 
rying a New York Times who 
will ask you how to get to the 
George Washington Bridge,” 
about five miles away. At the 
rendezvous point I met Ana- 
tole Gromov, who then was 
acting as first secretary of the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington. 

Gromov was the Russian 
agent known as “Al” to whom 
Elizabeth Bentley turned over 
Government secrets filched by 
members of two big capital es- 
pionage rings.

The Russian, who later was 
to be promoted to head of the 
American section of Soviet in- 
telligence on his return to 
Moscow, ordered me to meet 
him in Washington the follow- 
ing Sunday. 


We rendezvoused near the 
Washington Monument and 
then went to a small restau- 
rant. 


GROMOV SAID he had an 
“extremely important mission” 
for me. 

Although this particular plan 
misfired, as far as I knew, the 
thinking behind it indicates 
the vast scope of Soviet es- 
pionage operations. 

“We have,” Gromov told me, 
“a group of young people 
working in various Government 
agencies and it will be neces- 
Sary for you to live in Wash- 
ington in order to obtain re- 
ports from them.” 

The diplomat stated there 
was a fashionable dress and 
men’s shop in the business sec- 
tion of Washington for sale at 
a price of $300,000 which would 
be ideal as a Washington head- 
quarters and cover for the 
operations. 

I told Gromovy I was not in a 
position to account for such a 
large sum of money and he 
mentioned Stern as the possi- 
ble “front man” for the money. 


The vastness of the ven- 
ture frightened me and I felt 
I could avoid a decision by 
not keeping the next appoint- 
ment with Gromov. Conse- 
quently, I did not show up 
the following Sunday as I 
was supposed to. 

Early the following day, 
“The Professor” phoned that 
I should meet him immedi- 
ately. He wanted to know 
why I had failed to rendez- 
vous. I concocted the excuse 
that I was on my way to 
Pennsylvania station when I 
thought I was being followed 
and abandoned the trip as a 
safety measure. 


He complimented me on my 
caution but ordered me to go 
the following Sunday. 


WHEN I finally met Gromov 
again I informed him I had 
spoken to Stern, and that he 
was not able to manage the 
finances. 

I heard nothing more of the 
Washington project. 

Came the summer of 1948, 
and my wife, Myra, our son 
and I stood and gaped at the 
Parliament building in Berne, 
Switzerland. 

For all the world to see, we 
were three “rubbernecks.” But 
unlike countless thousands of 


tourists before us, our visit 
was strictly business — spy 
business. 


A new contact was being ar- 
ranged for my wife and my-

self. Our “guide” was Gen. 
Alexander Korotkov, boss of 
all Soviet spy operations out- 
side of Russia. And this is 
how contacts are made: 


Korotkov, who also was re- 
sponsible for Stalin’s safety, 
whispered for us to watch for 
a man who was approaching 
slowly. 


“The one you are to notice 
carefully,” he instructed, “will 
stop a few steps beyond us, 
put his right hand to his fore- 
head, and then retrace his 
steps.” 


In a matter of minutes, the 
scene we were alerted to had 
occurred. 


Korotkov informed us the 
man was the Russian consul to 
Switzerland and that he was 
to be the recipient of our re- 
ports thereafter, instead of the 
Soviet trade mission delegate 
in Paris. 


For the next year, Myra 
and I passed along our es- 
pionage reports via this new 
transmission belt, and re- 
ceived funds. 


I set up several bank ac- 
counts under the anonymity 
of a number—which is the 
usual practice in Switzer- 
land—and the Russians made 
sure I had a ready flow of 
cash. ; 


THIS ARRANGEMENT went 
along smoothly until May 
1949, when word was sent to 
me in Paris to drop everything 
and come directly to Moscow 
via Vienna. This was the third 
summons to Moscow in less 
than two years. 


In Moscow I was met and 
driven directly to an apart- 
ment: that was made available. 
Korotkov quickly arrived with 
his chief assistant, Leonid 
Dmitrievich Petrov. The in- 
telligence and secret police 
boss came to the point. 

“I want you,” Korotkov com- 
manded, “to go to Yugoslavia 
and contact Crdze Price.” 

Price, who was formerly 
Yugoslav minister to France, 
was then attached to the for- 
eign ministry in Belgrade.

First Meeting 


Myra and I were well ac- 
quainted with Price in the 
United States during the early 
war years. For some time, 
“Max” (as I called Price) had 
worked in a Pittsburgh fac- 
tory, and later was editor of 
a Yugoslay newspaper in that 
city. We often met him and 
his wife in New York. 

I told Korotkov that Price 
was “too devoted” to Marshal 
Tito and that it would be “dan- 
gerous” for me to contact him. 

My Soviet superior became 
enraged at my apparent reluc- 
tance to go to Yugoslavia. 
Turning to his aide, he angrily 
declared: 


“Evidently this man doesn’t 


. want to work.” 


He and his deputy went to 
a corner of the room and had 
a private, animated conversa- 
tion. 

At that moment, I felt I 
would never leave Moscow 
alive. 


MY FEARS were short-lived, 
however, because when Korot- 
kov returned to my side, his 
temper had cooled. 

“Perhaps you are right,” he 
told me. 

“But we must establish agents 
there. It will be necessary for 
you to send several good work- 
ers to Yugoslavia to establish 
contacts and find out what 
conditions are. Money is no 
object.” 

Before dismissing me, Ko- 
rotkov said it was apparent I 
had forgotten my Communist 
training and needed some stern 
reminders. 

He then began a long lecture 
on how it was necessary for 
every agent to be a dues-paying 
member in good standing with 
the Communist party. 

He pointed out that I had 
been faithful to my obligations 
while performing in the United 
States but had become delin- 
quent since my operations trans- 
ferred to Europe. 

“Comrade,” he told me stiff- 
ly, “you must remember, like 
every other Communist, you are 
required to pay your dues with- 
out fail. There is no exception. 
The party excuses no one, no 
matter how valuable his work 
is for the motherland.” 

I apologized profusely for my 
neglect and promised to never 
again fall behind in my obli- 
gations to the party. 

Korotkov then set an arbi- 
trary figure of $500 a month 
as my income from espionage 
and other activities and said 
I must pay three per cent of 
that figure monthly thereafter, 
plus all the back dues for the 


years 1946-49.

The Question of Peace 


NEW YORK. 


IN A RECENT SPEECH, 
Raymond J, Seeger, deputy as- 
sistant director of the National 
Science Foundation, made sev- 
eral points which I believe are 


worth thinking over. 

Discussing the question of 
peace, for example, he said: 
“Peace is a cumulative, un- 
ending succession of . agree- 
ments based upon the agree- 
ment to agree. The very word 
‘pact’ comes from pachere, a 
Latin word meaning ‘to make 
an agreement.’ Now an agree- 
ment involves more than one 
party ...The United Nations 
are not a building; the United 
Nations are people, people 
united for this common pur- 
pose and for that mutual ob- 
jective, A conference table is 
a tool for initiating peace; an 
organized group is a machine 
for implementing peace.” 


TOWARD THE END of his 
speech, Mr. Seeger added these 
encouraging words: “As Pil- 
grims on this great crusade 
(the crusade for peace), at 
times we move doubtfully 
through the slough of despair 
and fearfully pass through the 
valley of the shadow of death; 
we falter for want of light. We 
are discouraged because the 
skies do not open and shower 
us with special floodlights. 
Modern floodlights, however, 
are still measured in terms of 
candle power. All that we need 
are candles, but enough of 
them—one candle burning 
here, one burning there, can- 
dies burning here, there, every- 
where—you in your place, I in 
mine, people in their places all 


over the world. The total 
candle power of all dedi- 
cated individuals illuminates 


this great srusade, a crusade of 
this great crusade, a crusade of 
freedom among men, and on 
earth peace.” 


THIS SPEECH must have 
been stirring to hear, and it 
carries the germ of something 
we should all think about, It 
shows us our individual re- 
sponsibility, and I am begin- 
ning to think that this recogni- 
tion of individual responsibil- 
ity and acceptance of this re- 
sponsibility is almost an es- 
sential. 

People have been saying 
more and more of late that 
peace must begin at home. 
Each individual must 


individuals, and it must extend 


throughout each nation before 
the nations can come together 
in peace. I think this is prob- 
ably true, and we should direct

peace in his heart toward other

our thoughts not only to world 
peace but to peace within our 
own nation. We should try to 


educate our brothers here at

A little one of 
this age does, no matter how’ 


many rules we set, force his) 


family to make allowances for 
his peculiar needs of one sort'| 
or another and eating is a very | 
important one. 

Schoolchildren need some- 
thing to eat when they get| 
home in the afternoon. What. 
that is to be depends altogether 
on their needs. Each child in- 
dicates a preference for some-| 


thing—a sandwich, a cup cake, 


a wedge of pie, a doughnut 


with a glass of milk. Whatever | 


it is let him have it. No, it will 
not destroy. his appetite for his 
supper. He will work or play 
it off long before that. Active 
boys and girls need a lot of 
nourishing food, much more 
than an adult usually eats these 
days of fashionable slimness. | 
Don’t try to slim down an/ 
adolescent boy or girl. That is | 
a dangerous undertaking and 
only the family physician) 
should order it. He will do that 
only when the child’s health 
demands it. | 


WE OUGHT to be especially 
careful. of the adolescent girl 
and her eating habits. Slimness 
to the point 6f boniness seems 
to be the style. It is not a good 
style for these girls. They need 
to build sound healthy bodies 
against the day when they need 
all the strength they can must- 
er. There is a line between fat- 
ness and boniness and the girls 
in their teens should watch to 
see that they do not get too far 
over the bony line. Anyway 
whoever said a skeleton was a 
pretty sight?
